EARLY  U.  S.  GOLD  COINS 
1795  - 1839 

A Brief  History 

In  the  Mint  Act  of  April  2,  1792,  which  authorized  the  formation  of  the  U.  S.  Mint, 
the  various  denominations  which  were  to  be  struck  were  specified,  and  their  weights, 
finenesses,  and  decimal  relation  to  each  other  were  spelled  out  in  detail.  The  Dollar  was 
the  basic  silver  coin,  the  Cent  the  basic  copper  one,  and  the  Eagle,  or  $10  piece,  was  the 
basic  gold  denomination  (with  the  lesser  gold  denominations  specified  as  parts  of  the 
Eagle). 

When  gold  coin  production  began  at  the  Mint,  however.  Eagles  were  not  the  first 
denomination  struck.  Half  Eagles  were  produced  in  1795  between  the  end  of  July  and  the 
middle  of  September,  and  only  then  did  production  of  the  Eagles  begin.  In  general,  the 
mintage  of  Eagles  from  1795  through  1804  was  lower  than  that  of  Half  Eagles  (indeed, 
only  in  1797  and  1799  did  Eagle  production  surpass  that  of  the  lower  denomination).  At 
the  end  of  1804,  due  largely  to  the  quantity  of  Eagles  being  shipped  abroad  for  melting, 
production  of  the  denomination  was  stopped  for  more  than  30  years. 

The  Half  Eagle  was  the  first  gold  denomination  struck  at  the  U.  S.  Mint,  beginning  at 
the  end  of  July,  1795.  Of  the  three  early  gold  denominations,  this  was  by  far  the  most 
popular  and  had  much  higher  overall  mintage  totals  than  the  other  two.  In  addition,  this 
denomination  was  not  suspended  for  any  lengthy  period  (unlike  the  Quarter  Eagles  and 
Eagles);  in  fact,  only  1801,  1816,  and  1817  are  missing  in  an  otherwise  unbroken  string  of 
Half  Eagles  from  1795  to  1916.  The  early  years  - 1795  to  1834  - of  this  denomination, 
however,  include  more  famous  rarities  than  any  other  U.  S.  coinage  series,  largely  due  to 
melting  abroad  of  vast  numbers  of  the  pieces  when  a shift  in  the  international  ratio  of 
gold  to  silver  made  them  worth  more  as  bullion  than  their  face  value. 

Though  the  Quarter  Eagle  would  seem  to  us  to  have  been  a very  useful  denomination 
in  business,  it  was  not  popular  in  the  earlier  years  of  its  production.  Mintages  from  1796 
to  1834  were  extremely  small  (exceeding  6,000  pieces  in  only  two  years)  and  there  is  no 
date  prior  to  the  Classic  Head  design  which  can  be  considered  less  than  rare.  Again,  the 
overvaluation  of  the  gold  content  in  relation  to  silver  led  to  extensive  melting  of  these 
early  pieces,  raising  the  rarity  level  of  surviving  specimens  well  above  what  one  would 
expect.
